guardsmen last May 6. Hanson 
was driving his car on Lewiston 
Hill, near 
Niagara Falls, and 
when he failed to halt his car 
after being commanded to do so, 
was shot in the • head. Glenn 
Jennings, a coast 
guardsman, 
alleged to have fired the fatal 
bullet, and 
Frank 
Beck, 
in 
charge of Fort Niagara, subse­ 
quently were indicted on charges 
of second degree assault. 
The men technically are under 
arrest in coast guard service,^ al­ 
though released on bail by state 
authorities. 
The recent death 
of Hanson, 
who spent three months in a 
Niagara Falls hospital after go­ 
ing blind and becoming a men­ 
tal defective, has changed 
the 
aspect of the case. 
District Attorney Knowles of 
Niagara County said he will go 
before the grand jury with the 
new facts and ask th at a new 
indictment of either murder or 
manslaughter 
be 
preferred 
against the men. The gr^nd jury 
is expected to return a new in­ 
dictment. 
The

government, 
through U. S. Attorney Temple­

It won’t be 
long before we 
shall attend the television th ea­ 
ter, ju st as we 
do the movie 
hou se today. 
Then we shall sit in a dark­ 
ened room, while on a screen bi- 
fore u s we shall see the same 
play or news event th a t is be- i 
ing enacted at the same time in 
some distant city and th a t wou ld 
be broadcast, by 
wire or wire­ 
less, 
to 
television 
theaters 
thro u gho u t the cou ntry. 
This pictu re of the near 
fu ­ 
tu re is painted by Dr. E. F. W. 
Alex ander, consu lting engineer 
for the General Electric Com­ 
pany, who has already gone far 
toward its achievement. Qu ite a 
distance has yet to go, however, 
before the 
television 
theater 
will be ready for popu lar enter­ 
tainm ent. Bu t rhat it is in the 
offing is assu red from the fact 
th a t statio n WGY a t Schenec­ 
tady is already broadcasting the 
television ex perim ents of the 
General 
Electric 
engineers. 
These ex perim ental 
broadcasts 
are being received by a t 
least 
two am ateu rs, one at Los An­ 
geles and the o ther at Pittsfield, 
Mass. 
The apparatu s now 
in 
u se, 
however, is cru de and far from 
perfect. Only 
the 
face 
of 
a 
character, or a small area abou t 
a foot squ are, can be picked 
u p 
and bro adcast by the transm it­ 
ter in u se today. 
And only 
a 
shadowy black and white form 
c&n be discerned 
in the 
tiny 
“screen” of the receiver. 
Yet the fact th a t the image 
of a person can be picked 
u p 
and seen after being broadcast 
by radio is enou gh to encou rage 
engineers toward achieving the 
desired goal. Dr. Alex ander has 
already gone a step farther. He 
has su cceeded in getting an en­ 
larged image, 
with 
twice 
as 
mu ch detail as his former model, 
and throw ing this u pon a silver 
screen 15 feet from the projec­ 
tor. 
Fu rther, Dr. Alex ander 
has 
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been able to transm it fu ll-length 
images of two persons in action, 
bu t with the sacrifice of the de­ 
tail derived in the transm ission 
of a single face. A more sensitive 
photo-electric cell is needed, he 
says, to improve this stage. This 
cell is the -electric eye” 
of the 
television apparatu s. 
So far as home television re­ 
ception is concerned, this is even 
farther off th an the television 
theater. The reason is both tech­ 
nical and psychological. Techni­ 
cally, the more detailed televis­ 
ion image m u st have 
the wide 
band of 20,000 cycles for bro ad­ 
casting 
on 
any 
wavelength. 
Since ou r broadcasting statio ns 
are limited to 10,000 cycle bands, 
Alex anderson sees no way 
of 
television by his improved m e­ 
thod, ex cept by land wires. 
In 
this way, 
theaters thro u gho u t 
the cou ntry cou ld be connected. 
On the o ther hand, M artin P 
Rice, m anager of 
broadcasting 
for the General Electric 
Com­ 
pany, can see no 
u se for the 
television receiver in the home 
u ntil an entire scene of action— 
a dram a, a box ing m atch, foot­ 
ball game or o ther news event— 
can be received a t once. At pre­ 
sent all we can see is a face 
or 
a hand moving only w ithin the 
scope of a tiny area. 
“The average fan wou ldn’t be 
satisfied with this,” says Rice. 
“In fact, he’d be disappointed, 
for he has been led to ex pect 
great wonders from 
television, 
ju st as he has gotten them from 
radio. He may eventu ally 
have 
them , bu t he has a long tim e to 
wait, for there is mu ch to do to ­ 
w ard its achievem ent.”

TELEVISION THEATERS, SHOWING EVENTS 


BROADCAST BY RADIO, DUE SOON 


Picture Transmission NowJBeing Developed 


By ISRAEL KLEIN 


NBA Service Science Editor 
It won't be long before we 


shall attend the television thea- 
ter, just as we do the movie 
house today. 
Then we shall sit in a dark- 


ened room." while on a screen b3- 
fore us we shall see the same 
play or news event that is be- » 
ing enacted at the same time in 
some distant city and that would 
be broadcast, by wire or wire- 
less, 
to 
television 
theaters 


throughout the country. 


This picture of the near 
fu- 


ture is painted by Dr. E. F. W. 
Alexander, consulting engineer 
for the General Electric Com- 
pany, who has already gone far 
toward its achievement. Quite a 
distance has yet to go, however, 
before the television theater 
will be ready for popular enter- 
tainment. But r.hat it is in the 
offing is assured from the fact 
that station WGY at Schenec- 
tady is already broadcasting the 
television experiments of the 
General ' Electric 
engineers. 


These experimental broadcasts 
are being received by at least 
two amateurs, one at Los An- 
geles and the other at Pittsfield, 
Mass. 
The apparatus now in use, 


however, is crude and far from 
perfect. Only the 
face of a 


character, or a small area about • 
a foot square, can be picked up 
and broadcast by the transmit- 
ter in use today. And only .a 
shadowy black and white form 
can be discerned in the tiny 
"screen" of the receiver. 


Yet the fact that the image 


of a person can be picked up 
and seen after being broadcast 
by radio is enough to encourage 
engineers toward achieving the 
desired goal. Dr. Alexander has 
already gone a step farther. He 
has succeeded in getting an en- 
larged image, with 
twice 
as 


much detail as his former model, 
and throwing this upon a silver 
screen 15 feet from the projec- 
tor.Further, Dr. Alexander has 


'been able to transmit full-length 
images of two persons in action, 
but with the sacrifice of_the de- 
tail derived in the transmission 
of a single face. A more sensitive 
photo-electric cell is needed, he 
says, to improve this stage. This 
cell is the "electric eye" of the 
television apparatus. 


So far as home television re- 


ception is concerned, this is even 
farther off than the television 
theater. The reason is both tech- 
nical and psychological. Techni- 
. cally, the more detailed .televis- 
ion image must have the wide 
band of 20,000 cycles for broad- 
casting on any 
wavelength. 


Since our broadcasting stations 
are limited to 10,000 cycle bands, 
Alexanderson sees no way of 
television by his improved me- 
thod, except by land wires. In 
this way, theaters throughout 
the country could be connected 


On the other hand, Martin P 


Rice, manager of broadcasting 
for the General Electric Com- 
pany, can see no use for the 
television receiver in the home 
until an entire scene of action— 
a drama, a boxing match, foot- 
ball game or other news event— 
can be received at once. At pre- 
sent all we can see is a face or 
a hand moving only within the 
scope of a tiny area. 


"The average fan wouldn't be 


satisfied with this," says Rice. 
"In fact, he'd be disappointed, 
for he has been led to expect 
great wonders from television 
just as he has gotten them from 
radio. He may eventually have 
them, but he has a long time to 
wait, for there is much to do to- 
ward its achievement."
